It is a market dominated by brewing behe- 
moths, multinational giants who have a take- 
no-prisoners attitude, it's a wonder that anyone 
would go into the beer making business. 

But if you don't consider Molson or Bud- 
weiser to be your competition, the challenge 
isn’t quite so daunting. Turns out, there are 
plenty of beer drinkers our there, enough that 
a couple of Edmonton microbrewers are mak- 
ing a go of it, and a third has thrown its bottle 
cap into the ring. 


ALLEY KAT 

Now celebrating its 15th year, Alley Kat has 
carved out a craft-beer niche for itself, starting 
in Edmonton and now province-wide. To cel- 
ebrate its anniversary, Alley Kat has been re- 
leasing a new beer every twoor three months. 

“They're a little more edgy in terms of style, 
a little more experimental,” says Neil Herbst, 
co-owner of Alley Kat along with his wife, 
Lavonne. “We've done smoked porter, Bel- 
gium-style triple, a ginger beer ...” 

Clearly, Alley Kat isn’t afraid to experiment, 
without going overboard and producing some- 
thing that won't fit in the Alberta marketplace 
Alley Kat products can be found in 230 loca- 
tions in Alberta and, of all places, South Ko- 
rea. 

“We've been very happy with the growth (of 
the company),” says Herbst. “This last year we 
haven't grown as much as previous years, but 
we're still well on the positive side.” 

An avid home brewer, the idea of develop- 
ing a microbrewery fermented in the back of 
Herbst's head for several years. When his gov- 
ernment job vanished, Herbst seized the op- 
portunity to take a package and turn his micro 
dream into reality. 

Although successful by microbrewery stan- 
dards, Alley Kat is a mere amoeba in the sea 
compared to the brewing giants who rule the 
foamy seas. But Herbst doesn't really consider 
the Molson’s and Budweiser’s of the world to 
be competition, except for their ability to lock 
up locations. 

“A lot of what we do is not really competitive. 
We don't overlap a lot.” 

When you're up against companies that 

spend hundreds of millions on promotions 

compared to, well, zero, that's pretty much the 
only attitude you can take. Besides, the compa- 
nies appeal to different market niches. 

“They're (Alley Kat drinkers) people who are 
looking for beer with flavour. They're essen- 

3 _ tially connoisseurs, although

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see themselves as quite that uppity.” 

This is not to say that the two markets are 
mutually exclusive. 

“A lot of times people treat themselves. They 
might be drinking Bud Light as a kind of lawn- 
mower beer, but if they're having company 
over or they're down for one beer in the eve- 
ning, they’ll upgrade to our beers.” 

Alley Kat employs 10 from its 9929-60th 
Ave. location, and produces four craft-brewed, 
flavourful beers — Aprikat (apricot flavoured 
beer), Alley Kat Amber brown ale, Charlie 
Flint’s organic lager and Full Moon pale ale. 
Past seasonal beers, produced for a short time 
only, include such intriguingly named products 
as Razzykat Raspberry Ale and Olde Deuter- 
onomy. The current summer seasonal is called 
Brewberry, and it is available at the Blue Chair 
cafe among other locations. The Sugarbowl re- 
cently hosted a cask ale night, and Slow Food 
Edmonton's annual Beer and Boar BBQ takes 
place on Aug. 8 at the brewery. 


AMBER’S 

Jim Gibbon got the idea for what would Am- 
ber Brewing when he was in the MBA program 
at the University of Alberta. Today, his Amber 
Brewing produces four brews and a grog (a 
lime cooler) 

“I thought Edmonton needed a very, very 
pro-Edmonton brewery. Alley Kat has been 
around for 15 years, and they’re wonderful. 
But Ijust wanted to do'something that is a little 
more Edmonton based,” says Gibbon, a bred- 
to-the-bone Edmontonian whose family has 
been in the city for several generations. 

Buying the equipment from a defunct mi- 
crobrewery that had been sitting idle for about 
eight years, Gibbon moved to the equipment to 
its present location at 9926-78th Ave. and set 
up shop. Cementing the link to Edmonton, one 
of his first products was Lunch Pail Ale, fea- 
turing the Edmonton-born-and-bred cartoon 
character Bub Slug, complete with a drawing 
of the High Level Bridge waterfall on the la- 
bel 

Gord Demaniuk is Amber's brew master. A 
former brewer with the big breweries, Dema- 
niuk found himself out of work when the big 
boys merged and cut employees. He started his 
own brewery in Canmore, called Bow Valley, 
which, despite winning awards, failed. Eventu- 
ally he met up with Gibbon, and was hired on 
earlier this year to refine the existing product 
line and ensure consistency. For example, he 
thought Sap Vampire Maple Lager was a little 
too sweet, so he changed the formula so it now 
has just a hint of maple ... and, in keeping with 
the product’s name, is now red. 

“I’ve added my touch to a lot of them,” says 
Demaniuk. “What I wanted to do was broaden 
its appeal.” 

Gibbon says Amber products are not “ag- 
gressively flavoured, just differently fla- 
vored,” 

Gibbon says Amber has a 
beer for every meal of the day 

— the Sap Maple Lager is the 

breakfast beer, the Lunch Pail 
Ale is, clearly, for lunch, and 
the multi-award-winning, best- 
selling is Australian Mountain 
Pepper Berry Lager is what's for 


dinner. 

Gibbon estimates his product can be found 
in about a third of Alberta’s liquor stores. As 
well, Amber makes beers specifically for res 
taurants, like, the “cinnamon and cardamon’” 
brew available in the five restaurants in the 
New Asian Village group. 

“We have some really good places that are 
carrying us,” says Gibbon, who is also Amber's 
only salesman. Slow and steady is the only way 
to grow a microbrewery, he says. 

“Look at Maverick,” he says, referring to th: 
splashy but now defunct microbrewery. “They 
had three salesmen, two microbrewers and all 
this staff, and they were gone in 18 months 

“We're fighting like crazy, but we're getting 
there.” 


YELLOWHEAD 

Yellowhead Brewery may be Edmonton’ 
baby microbrewer, but they’re working with 
big boy equipment. 

Emerging from the ruins of the short-lived 
Maverick brewery, brew master Scott Harris 
has inherited massive equipment with a capac 
ity to produce a million litres a year, so there 
no concern about outgrowing their space any 
time soon. 

Yellowhead, backed by €dmonton archi 
tect Gene Dub, opened officially in May with 
a blessing, a European tradition brought over 
by its Edmonton-born, German-trained br’ 








master. The blessing might just scare away th 
bad vibes left over from Maverick, the micro 
brewer that tried to go macro in a hurry. 

The gleaming brewery, the workings 
which are visible from street level, is located in 
a heritage building downtown on 105th Stree 
and 102nd Avenue that dates back to 1914. 

Like Amber, slow growth is the business plan 
of Yellowhead, which adopted its name from 
Edmonton's first brewery, established in 1894 

“We're just trying to establish one flagship 
brand right now,” explains Yellowhead rep 
Leon Hunter. “We just oné to focus on one 
easily recognizable product.” 

Brew master Harris got his training in Ger 
many at Domens Tecknicum, a brewing in 
stitute, The taste of Yellowhead, which he de 
scribes as “a good, crisp, clean lager beer” 
his creation. 

Making the beer is one thing, getting it into 
stores and bars is another. In keeping with thei 
go-slow approach, Yellowhead is available onl) 
in a five select liquor stores, and only in 500 
ml. European-style bottles that sell for abou! 
four dollars. The primary focus, Hunter says 
is getting the beer on tap in bars and restal! 
rants. 

Ultimately, Yellowhead would like to emulatt 
the success of Big Rock, the Calgary brewe 
that was once a microbrewer, but is now defi 
nitely a big-time player. But for now, the com 
pany is concentrating on becoming known t 
Edmonton, and they're doing that one bee 
drinker at a time; they're participating in Sip! 
a new beverage and food venue at Capital & 
The brew has found its way into local resta? 
rants Culina, and Skinny Legs and Cowgirls. 

“For a small, independent microbrew® 
that's the kind of people we are targeting firs 
people that would support a local upstart,” $4) 
Hunter.

The ABCs of Brewing | 


DON’T KNOW YOUR ALE FROM 
YOUR LAGER? HERE'S A QUICK 
GUIDE TO THE BREW

Who would have thought things 
would ever get to the point when 
the simple act of buying some beer 
would become such a daunting 
task? We Edmontonians are fortu- 
nate to have a massive selection of 
the liquid goodness — more than 800 
different kinds in fact if you know 
where to look, like the Sherbrooke 
Liquor Store, which carries them all 
It's enough to leave any thirsty red- 
blooded person dizzy with anticipa- 
tion. And perhaps a little confused. 
With so much choice comes more 
things to take into consideration, 
and a little education into the matter 
wouldn't hurt either. 

It's actually to your advantage to 
understand what you're tasting, and 
will help with the choices you make. 
Here are some quick ‘n dirty cheat 
notes to help you get by. 


Processed barley, provides the 
sweet aspect of a beer, ranging from 
pale and flayourless to a coffee-like 
roastiness. Runs the gamut from 
bready and toasty, to notes of cara- 
mel and even chocolate. 


Green leafy cones that grow on 
vines, they provide a bitter counter- 
balance to the sweet malt. Depend- 
ing on the variety they can be earthy, 
spicy, herbal or even citrusy. 


The minerals present in water do 
affect the final product, after all beer 
is comprised mostly of it. Modern 





breweries add or remove particular 
mineral content within their water 
source depending on the style they're 
producing. 


Needed to ferment the malt, there 
are thousands of different strains 
of brewer's yeast to accentuate par- 
ticular aspects of the ingredients. On 
their own some varieties can impart 
the presence of fruit, spices, even an 
acidic wine-like character. 

It's also the yeast, along with the 
factors of temperature and time, 
which helps to specify the difference 
between the two major types of beer: 
lagers and ales. 


Ales have been around since the 
dawn of beer production thousands 
of years ago, employing yeast that 
ferments at room temperature and 
foams to the top, producing an array 
of rich, full, complex flavours. 

Lagers are relatively young, dating 
back at least to the 16th century. This 
yeast ferments at cooler tempera- 
tures and falls to the bottom, leaving 
a final product with more clarity. The 
only catch is that it needs to be cold 
conditioned, and for a longer period 
of time than an ale. 

The clear golden lagers that most 
people consider the norm for beer 
only first made the scene in 1842 as 
the original pilsner, in what is now 
modern day Czech Republic. Al- 
though it became the most popular 
beer style of the 20th century, for 
the most part degenerated into a pale 
fizzy ghost of its former glory. To 
check out what all the initial buzz 
was about pick up some Czechvar, 
a fine crisp and clean pilsner true to 
the original. 


England tends to be known for | 
their ales, and Fuller's London Pride | 
is a great foray into Pale Ales for ) 
the uninitiated, providing an excel- | 
lent balance of malt and hops. Many | 
people are first drawn to Brown Ales | 
which focus on toasty, nutty malt and 
no real presence of hops. Tall Timber | 
Ale from Revelstoke’s Mt. Begbie | 
Brewery is a good Canadian exam- | 
ple. On the dark end of the spectrum 
are stouts which provide robust fla- 
vours of roasted malt, and usually 
coffee and chocolate in the mix. The 
St-Ambroise Oatmeal Stout is one of 
the finest of its kind available locally. 

Almost anything labelled an IPA 
(India Pale Ale) is going to lean 


heavy towards bitter, puckering hops, 
especially North American craft ver- 
sions. Central City's Red Racer IPA 
will help illustrate what this ingre- 
dient is capable of when allowed to 
dominate the flavour. | 
For a fascinating glimpse at what 
yeast is capable of imparting look no 
farther than a German wheat beer 
that offers up clove and banana in 
the flavour A bottle of Konig Ludwig 
Weissbier will deliver the goods 
Belgian style ales cover vast brew- 
ing territory all on their own, in- | 
cluding Trappiste ales produced by | 
monks. These also owe much to a 


special use of yeast, Seek out a bottle | 


with a cork in it and you'll discover 
a beer that is being conditioned with 


live yeast still in it, altering the over- 
all character as it matures and pro- 
viding natural carbonation. | 

Don't forget to pour all your new 
beer discoveries into a glass, you'll 
experience so much more flavour 
and aroma this way.

It's a little discouraging when people 
from India tell you how little they like 
Indian restaurants in Canada — spe- 
cifically, the food. For one thing, they 





say, Indian food is expensive here. 
For another, it tastes nothing like the 
food they eat at home. And there's a 
serious shortage of southern Indian 
options in Edmonton, until some of 
the new outlets for idli, masala dossa 
and sambar presently threatening to 
open actually do so. 

I can't help but wonder what we're 
missing out on, those of us who have 
never trod the subcontintent’s dusty 
pathways and tasted its multifarious, 
rich, elaborate and daunting culi- 
nary traditions. And what are the 
local purveyors slipping under our 
ignorant noses — perchance the In- 
dian equivalent of Mexican food a 
la Chili’s? I hate finding out that my 
tastes are, in fact, coarse. 

What, then, is my assessment of 
Karma India Bistro worth, if any- 
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thing? I only know what I like, after 
all, and I liked it pretty well. 

Karma has taken over La Tapa's 
old manse just where 99th Avenue 
plunges into the river valley, a pretty 
patio spot under the boulevard trees 
when it’s not raining and possessed 
of a cozy main floor and its tables 
inlaid with artistic arrangements of 
whole spices under glass. I’m told the 
second floor accommodates a buffet 
set-up. 

Like many Indian joints in its 
niche, Karma boasts a nice selec- 
tion of adult beverages — wine, beer, 
top-shelf spirits and Indo-centric 
cocktails — and I'm pretty easy to 
entice with a beer recommendation, 
so | picked from the five Indian beers 
the one with the coolest name: Co- 
bra. Our server, one of those rare 
recognizable vets who has honed his 
hospitality at a procession of better 
dining-out spots around town, as- 
sured us it was the best of the bunch 
and it did prove agreeably refreshing, 
free of the postage-stamp hoppiness 
of Kingfisher or Raj. 

Two visits with two different co- 
diners produced pretty satisfying 
results to my blunted palate, and al- 
lowed me to try a lot of food. From 
the appetizer section, | sampled the 
choma choma ($10), an intensely 


tart preparation of beef short ribs for 
grilling, with a side of dark red hot 
sauce that squeezed my friend Pete's 
throat until his eyes watered — very 
tasty; also, the vegetable pakoras 
($7), turmeric-golden, crumbly bun- 
dles of shredded veggies and spices 
fried and served with a tamarind dip- 
ping sauce, also tasty.

From the tandoor, I enjoyed ten- 
der, spice-immured nuggets of lamb 
tikka, especially with the naan bread 
studded with ajwain, an aromatic 
seed a bit like caraway. The palak 
paneer — homemade cheese in a 
velvet puree of spinach, tomato and 
spices — might have been my favou- 
rite dish of the first visit. 

The second visit was no less suc- 
cessful in curating an enjoyable meal 
(by my admittedly blinkered stan- 
dards). My perennial co-diner want- 
ed to see what was so special about 


the Chef's Signature Butter Chicken 
($16), and I was in the mood for 
smothered cauliflower, thus the gob 
hi kaju masala ($12). Once again the 
server interceded to recommend a 
little garlic naan ($3) with that, ex- 
emplifying the salesperson’ skill o 
making us think we'd thought of it 
ourselves. 

The butter chicken was quite goo 
— certainly the sauce was rich with 
spices and the eponymous ingredi 
ent, so much so that the cubes o 
white meat contained therein seeme 
secondary — but both co-diner and 
really liked the cauliflower simmere 
to fall-apart tenderness with toma- 
toes, potatoes and ground cashews, 





plus the tiny flavour explosions of 


whole spices throughout the dish. 


The garlic naan was seriously gar 


licky, as well as crisp and spongy and | 


more than worth the space it took up 
in my stomach, 


Maybe Karma isn't utterly unique | 
in its accomplished food-and-booze | 


offerings, casual-posh setting and 
price-point, but it’s well-located, it’s a 
nice spot to dine and, if your taste for 
Indian food is as stunted as mine, a 
more than passable take on your In- 
dian favourites. 

As the saying goes, sometimes ig- 
norance is bliss.

HARPER’S PANDERING GOING TOO FAR 

























{t's quite possible that there has never 
been a prime minister in Canadian history 
whois as ideological as Stephen Harper. 

The latest example of Harper's right- 
leaning obsession revolves around, of all 
things, the census. 

Most Canadians hardly give the census 
any thought. We answer the questions like 
good citizens of the dominion, and let the 
experts crunch the numbers. For several 
years now, 20 per cent of the population has 
been asked to answer the long-form census, 
amore detailed, 50-question survey. It’s 
minor inconvenience, at worst. 

But not to Harper. The prime minister — 
claiming a public outcry — has personally 
decided that the mandatory long-form 
census will be scrapped for the 2011 census, 
replaced by a long-form questionnaire that 
isentirely optional. The long-form, Harper 
has decreed, is “coercive and intrusive", too 
nanny state, too Big Government, to suit his 
vision of Canada. Harper claims his decision 
was based on complaints from the public, 
but the privacy commissioner's office has 
only had three complaints in 10 years. 
Harper, who heeds only his own advice, 
likely didn’t expect a firestorm of anger that 
has come down upon his perfectly coifed 
head. 

Everybody-is. angry. Census experts say the 
voluntary nature of the long-form will skew 
the data. The Canadian Medical Association 
isangry. The C.D. Howe institute is angry. 
The Federation of Canadian Municipalities 
isangry. Even religious groups, which should 
be solid Harperites, are angry. 

“The census in recent years has become 
very important for churches and religious 
charities...in understanding their neighbour- 
hoods, and how to intelligently do more 
outreach within their neighbourhoods,” Rick 














| 
Hiemstra, director of the Centre for Research | 


on Canadian Evangelicalism, told The 
Canadian Press. "We're not going to be able 
to understand how the religious landscape 
in Canada is changing.” 

Queen's University School of Urban and 


Regional Planning professor Andrejs Skabur- | 


skis said on Monday that the Harper deci- 
sion is “a black mark on Canadian history. 
Twenty, 30 and 100 years from now people 
will wonder how supposedly educated 
people could have allowed such a change in 
the 201] census.” 

The former chief statistician of Canada - - 
aman who should know — has also come 
out against the decision. 

With virtually everyone lined up against 
his decision (there are reports that some of 
his own, normally timid cabinet ministers 
are opposed), why is Harper standing his 
ground? First, he’s a stubborn, intractable 
man. Second, and more importantly, he's 
pandering shamelessly to his far-right base. 
Harper has lost ground with the right wing 
of the party by running up huge deficits to 
fight the recession, and now he's trying to 
gain lost ground. Abandoning the long-gun 
registry, lengthening prison sentences and 
building new prisons to house all those extra 
cons, refusing to fund abortions as part of 
its worldwide maternal health initiative — 
they're all part of Harper's kowtowing to 
the right. He appears to be willing to lose a 
few votes to the “elite”, in hopes of gaining 
ground with the right 

The Canadian Medical Association 
summed up Harper's entire attitude towards 
governance in its statement opposing the 
canceling of the long form. The CMA called 
it a decision in which “ideology trumps 
evidence”. 

That is the Stephen Harper way.

MY TOWN SCOTT LINGLEY 

WHY DO WE NEED A ‘FOX NEWS 
NORTH’ WHEN WE ALREADY 
HAVE THE LIKES OF LORNE 
GUNTER? 





Last week brought the news that the 
launch of Sun TV, Quebecor’s ven- 
ture into broadcast television which 
has been promoted as “Fox News 
North,” has hit some licensing snags 
with the CRTC relative to its ear- 
ly-2011 launch date. While the CRTC 
decides whether Sun TV's licence 
will make them part of the standard 
cable package, Quebecor spokespeo- 
ple express confidence that they'll be 
on the air without delay in the new 
year. 

How depressing to think that a Ca- 
nadian media outlet actually aspires 


| to the standards set by Fox News, if 


Sun TV indeed follows in the foot- 
prints of its notorious American 
cousin. A recent post on the media 
watchdog website Media Matters 
(www.mediamatters.org) outlines 
how Fox News routinely breathes 
life into scandals of doubtful prov- 
enance, under the heading “The Fox 
Cycle: from bogus right-wing attack 
to mainstream news.” Basically, ac- 
cording to Media Matters’ Simon 
Maloy, the drill is this: 

1. Conservative commentators pro- 
mote a bogus story about how, for 
example, a bunch.of stolen emails 
prove British climate scientists 
openly discussed faking data to con- 
firm their hypotheses about climate 
change. 

2. Fox News picks the story up and 
gives it heavy, one-sided coverage. 

3. Fox News attacks the “liberal 
media” for ignoring the story. 

4. Mainstream media start cover- 
ing the story, thereby repeating the 
right-wing distortions. 

5. The story is later proven to be 
wildly misleading, after the damage 





is done. 

6. Repeat. 

If right-wing media in Canada fol- 
lows this model, the folks at Sun TV 
will surely find a willing accomplice 
in Edmonton Journal/National Post 
columnist Lorne Gunter. | know | 
have publicly pledged to stop read- 
ing Mr. Gunter’s factually challenged 
right-wing palaver, but | must admit 
that the car-wreck fascination of his 
apparent willful ignorance — and its 
high-profile platform — occasionally 
draw me back in. 

And so it was with his recent col- 
umn entitled, “Don’t dismiss Climat- 
egate just yet.” 

In this article, Mr. Gunter con- 
structs a fine argument that the 
three “allegedly” independent in- 
vestigations into the British Cli- 
mate Research Unit (BRCU) at the 
University of East Anglia — which 
came about after thousands ‘of sto- 
len BRCU emails supposedly showed 
researchers there engaged in dubious 
scientific practices — were show-tri- 
als rigged to favour the accused. The 
initial allegations were predicated on 
misinterpretation of technical shop- 
talk among colleagues, and though 
the scientific community rushed to 
the BCRU researchers’ defense, shrill 
reactionary simpletons like Rush 
Limbaugh and Sean Hannity made 
a big enough stink about the non- 
scandal that that it became “news” 
and earned the tabloid-friendly tag 
Climategate. 

Enter Gunter, who has routine- 
ly made himself a laughing stock 
among people with who actually un- 
derstand climate science by assert- 
ing - as he did in April 2009 - that 
global warming must be a hoax be- 
cause the preceding winter had been 
very cold. Just type his name into 
the Google and watch the hits roll in 
where people who know what they're 
talking about take apart his facile ar- 
guments. 

Gunter’s latest gust of hot air is 
largely devoid of ridiculous quasi- 
scientific observations, but it's chock 
full of gutter-level insinuations about 
the character of three of the inves: 
tigators who cleared the BRCU re- 
searchers of wrong-doing. It would

be one thing if Gunter had the guts to 
come out and call them charlatans ~ 
or if he had some original research to 
support any of his innuendo — but 
in the style of lucrative American 
paranoid lunatic Glen Beck, Gunter 
acts like he’s just “asking questions 
about the nefarious cabal behind cli- 
mate change science with no agenda 
of his own. Gunter even compares 
one researcher's exemplary reputa- 
tion to that of pre-arrest Bernard 
Madoff, but only after saying that 
he’s not really comparing him to the 
biggest financial fraudster in Wall 
Street history. 

He impugns another investigator 
for having publicly stated his own 
belief in the impact of greenhouse 
gases on the earth’s climate, as 
though this makes him a dangerously 
biased fringer, rather than a scientist 
in tune with global consensus. It’ 
bleakly amusing how public figures 
like Gunter and Wildrose Alliance 
leader Danielle Smith who routinely 
assert that the “science isn’t settled" 
on climate change are not scientists 
themselves. 

So much of Gunter's cheap sniping 
is straight out of the right-wing blow: 
hard playbook, pandering as right 
wing blowhards do to kneejerk dis 
taste and suspicion on the part of the 
severely normal public for “elites.” 
But more unhinged is the underlying 
assumption that climate change re: 
searchers the world over are trying '0 
pull a fast one, but the conspiracy 's 
too tight-knit for shrewd minds like 
Gunter's to unravel quite yet. Proof? 
Let the other guys prove they're no! 
guilty — for a fourth time, if neces: 
sary — while the science to suppor 
action on climate change lariguishes 
outside the media spotlight. 

So maybe Sun TV won't turn ol 
to be the Canadian equivalent of 
Fox News, with parallel politicized 
“news” coverage of whatever not 
sense comes out of dissembling co" 
servative commentators’ pie-holes 
All I’m saying is that, come Janua') 
2011, we'll have all the requisite pars 
for a made-in-Canada_ right-wing 
echo-chamber and we'll all pote™ 
tially be dumber for it. Bet you ca”! 
wait.

Coming 
back to Woodcroft to see other new 
moms, friends and acquaintances 
made before she moved, takes a little 
more planning now. 

“We truly loved living downtown,” 
she says. “Then we had the baby and 
we realized just how little space we 
actually had.”

' did it: good nutrition and a well- 








She looked for a house or condo 
downtown, but couldn't find the kind 
of space she needed for a growing 
family. And moving to a new area 
made buying their first home more 
affordable. 

Finding family housing down- 
town is difficult. Before my son was 
born this winter, my partner and | 
searched for months, trying to find 
a central location within our budget. 
We settled on a two-bedroom condo 
in McDougall. 
we were looking for — close to bus

routes, shopping, parks, and even 
within walking distance to a school — 
but very little space. There’s no such 
thing as “alone time” in an 850 sq. ft 
condo when you have a baby. 

That's my choice of course. If I'd 
really wanted more space, | would 
have moved out to Clareview and 
sucked up the additional time on the 
bus or LRT. (Or, more likely, I would 
spend a lot more time at home.) 

But the smaller numbers of families 
in central neighbourhoods does wor- 
ry me, not just for my own sake but 
because Edmonton can’t afford any 
more sprawl. | know there are young 
people who prefer central living, but 
nothing changes your life quite like 
having a child. I’m sure there are 
many young families out there that 


foundation of a healthy experience. 
Breast milk provides a full-range of 
nutrients, minerals and vitamins, 
is high in fat, thereby optimizing 
growth and development, nourish- 
ing and protecting internal organs, 
especially the brain, and lubricating 
the muscles, bones and joints.

leave central neighbourhoods be- 
cause they can’t find an appropriate 
place, or they don’t view core neigh- 
bourhoods as family-friendly. 

It's not a new issue for Edmonton, 
and the city has been working on 
drawing more residents downtown. 
According to the city’s recent down- 
town plan, the residential population 
in the core has more than doubled, 
from 5,130 in 1996 to an estimated 
11,100 people in 2008. And the city 
has big ambitions, with a target of 
24,000 people living downtown by 
2030. The city is also in the process 
of revitalizing Central McDougall 
and Queen Mary Park, two cen- 
tral neighbourhoods on the edge of 
downtown. 

So I asked local architect Shafraaz 
Kaba, who lives in McCauley with 
his young family, if there were any 
companies working on high density 
family-friendly housing in central 
neighbourhoods. He laughed. 

Developers, he says, don’t focus on 
family housing because the addition- 
al washrooms mean extra plumbing. 
That eats into their bottom line. 

“The only reason that Railtown 
and a lot of that loft district emerged 
was the carrot the city had for incen- 
tives to build there,” he says. 

“If you make it attractive enough

One of the reasons community 
leagues fight apartment and condo 
buildings is because it usually means 
they lose single-family homes, she 
says, which are replaced by apart- 
ments or condos designed for sin- 
gles, young couples, and retirees. In 
many cases, she says, the

impart a greater level of health over 
time than sweet foods do. If Caleb 
got the taste of sweet in his mouth 
first, and inevitably liked it, he may 
have refused bitter tasting foods al- 
together.

When Caleb turned one, it was 
somewhat challenging to find a 
childcare provider that would re- 
spect my nutritional standards. Pro- 
viders who showed me menus that 
featured dairy and included things 
like grilled cheese, canned or pack- 
aged soups, sugary foods and who

condo bylaws are written to ex

When this kind of in-fill happens, 
the school enrolments drop, and 
the neighbourhood could lose their 
school.

“If people can see it as a place they 
can live their whole lives, that’s when

{don't know quite where to begin in respond- 
ing to Maurice Tougas’ diatribe on the male 
gender's alleged relegation to second-class 
citizenship. My only Conclusion is that if this 
is indeed representative of the prevailing 
male view of gender relations in our society, 
our prospects for bona fide gender equality 
are truly bleak. 

You argue that men, after a long and proud 
history of domination over the female sex, 
are now “rapidly being reduced to second- 
class status.” I'm sorry, but pretty much every 
meaningful statistic out there refutes this as- 
sertion. While there's no arguing that the lot 
of women in this country and in most of the 
developed world has improved significantly 
over the past half century, we're still a long 
ways off from full equality, let alone female 


| supremacy. Canadian women still only earn 





| 73 cents to the male dollar, and for women in 


Alberta, that percentage drops to an alarm- 
ing 63 percent, putting us roughly on par with 
Japan, Malaysia and Paraguay. 

While you are correct that female universi- 
ty grads now outnumber male grads, this has 
yet to translate into real concrete change. 
A 2007 study showed that female grads in 
Alberta were still only earning 67 percent of 
what their male colleagues were earning — a 
figure that remains unchanged since 1986. 
Half of Alberta’s women earn salaries that 
qualify as “poverty wages,” while the number 
of women in management jobs in Alberta 
actually dropped a single percentage point 
between 1993 and 2007 (going from 35 to 34 
per cent) and that only six per cent of large 
companies in Canada are fronted by female 
CEOs. 

In the university setting, where you assert 
that women now “dominate,” women con- 


ear | 





tinue to be underrepresented at the high- 
est echelons of academia, where men still 
significantly outnumber women among the 
tanks of tenured professors. Moreover, men 
continue to vastly outnumber women in tra- 
ditionally male academic domains such as 
engineering and MBA programs, disciplines 
most commonly associated with high-sala- 
tied professions. And while the widely cited 
58 per cent statistic you proffer might strike 
some as a Clear sign of progress, it is worth 
considering that female university students 
are also outnumbering male students in 
places like Iran, a country where death by 
stoning Is still a sentencing option for prosti- 
tution and adultery, women are barred from 
becoming judges, and the legal marriage age 
for girls is 13. 

Sono, we have not achieved gender equal- 
ity. In fact, we're nowhere even close. And 
yes, striving towards equality is a good thing 
— not just for women but for everybody. 
Even the staunchest defender of traditional 
gender roles would be at pains to refute the 
glaring correlation between the status of 
women worldwide and levels of peace, pros- 
perity and quality of life. (Compare the top 
five countries in terms of gender parity — Nor- 
way, Finland, Iceland, Sweden and New Zea- 
land —with the bottom five , Benin, Pakistan, 
Saudi Arabia, Chad and Yemen.) And as for 
men being blamed for the ills of the world, 
the sad fact of the matter is that our record 
of running the world has been, well, less than 
stellar. Prior to women's suffrage, western 
countries were for the most part character- 
ized by nearly constant warfare and crushing 
poverty, and countries where women are still 
excluded from the political and economic 
mainstream are by and large plagued by cor- 
ruption, violence, malnutrition and disease. 


Let's face it. As rulers of the world, our perfor- 
mance has ranged from barely competent to 
criminally inept. 

The one point on which you and | do agree 
is that contemporary male culture — for lack 
of a better word — is in a sorry state of af- 
fairs. However, | challenge the implication 
that it is somehow feminism's fault that 
Homer Simpson-type male caricatures have 
come to define us. The fact is, we have al- 
ways loved nothing more than reveling in our 
inner idiot, and our entertainment of choice 
has been moronic and violent since the dawn 
of civilization. In Ancient Rome it was gladi- 
atorial combat; today it's Ultimate Fighting 
A lateral move at best. The reality is that 
while women have progressed and made 
great strides, men have clung to our patriar- 
chal security blanket like a temperamental 
toddler, and any obsolescence we might feel 
as a gender is the result of our stubborn 1e- 
fusal to open our minds to new ways of doing 
things that might actually better the lives of 
all of us. 

In sum, while | agree that there is some- 
thing indeed wrong with men today, the 
analogy that you make between your neu 
tered dog and the current state of the male 
sex is frankly ridiculous. As my vet recently 
noted, in reference to neutered dogs, “They 
don't know that they don't have balls, and 
they don't care.” Human males are alone in 
the animal kingdom in their religious-like 
adulation of their testicles, and as a man! 
find this veneration highly embarrassing. It's 
about time we men stopped glorifying ou! 
genitals and started focusing more on de 
veloping our intellectual capacities. And who 
knows? In doing so we just might “take back” 
the university system.

For instance: Esterhazy’s feature debut, Black 
Field, concerns two Scottish immigrant sisters 
trying to survive alone on their farm. One day 
arrives silver-tongued stranger David Latouche 
(Mathieu Bourguet), who may be more than he 
seems. Sexual tensions and very possible mor- 
tal danger ensue. 

“As human beings, it’s perfectly possible for 
anyone to identify with what a female char- 
acter goes through,” Esterhazy continues. “A 
feminist perspective should not be considered 
limiting, 

“I describe myself as a female filmmaker, but 
don’t see that as a barrier. 1 mean, do we see 
Will Smith films as only for black men?” 

Inspired by the “dark romance” of the Bronte 
sisters — whose novels she calls “early femi- 
nist literature” — Esterhazy started writing the 
screenplay for Black Field in early 2008. So 
striking was her basic scenario that she found 
a producer with the first draft: Winnipeg thes- 
pian and acting teacher Jeff Skinner. 

It wasn't long after that development money 
was found through both Super Channel and 
Telefilm Canada. “The film came together quite 
quickly for a Canadian indie feature; everyone 
seemed to like the script,” Esterhazy says. 

That included Sara Canning, star of TV's 
The Vampire Diaries, who plays the role of 
older sister Maggie in Black Field. “Danishka’s 
the first female director I’ve ever worked with,” 
Canning says. “I had good expectations of her 

just from reading the screenplay — I connected 
with it more than any other I’ve ever read:”

Yet it’s not as if there were no trepidation 
whatsoever from potential funders. According 
to Esterhazy, “At first, people said: ‘You want 
to do a nineteenth-century historical drama for 
under half a million?

“But it turned out to be quite doable for the 
money.” 

Indeed, Esterhazy consciously tried to write 
the script with a small cast and limited loca- 
tions in mind. But she still refused to “water 
down” Canadian history. 

“Life back then was dirty, difficult, and dan- 
gerous, and we were striving for authenticity,” 
she says. “We began referring to the film as the 
anti-Road to Avonlea.” 

It was certainly the most demanding shoot 
co-producer Ashley Hirt had worked on. “We 
were out shooting in fields in early spring,” she 
says. “That's hard physical work. 

“For that matter, lots of unexpected chal- 
lenges came up — like figuring out the cost of 
renting chickens. As a city girl, I'm not usually 
thinking about those sorts of things.” 

The chickens proved a challenge after the 
fact as well, escaping from their coops and 
holding up production while crewmembers 
scrambled to recover them. “It’s going to make 
for a DVD featurette,” Hirt chuckles. “Now I 
appreciate the great importance of a good ani- 
mal wrangler.” 

Then there was the horse that did not get 
along with a cow, the ticks that stuck to an 
actress during a photo shoot, as well as the 
fluctuating weather — including a wind tunnel

Also, “one horse also went a little crazy on 
Sara,” Esterhazy says. “We're pretty lucky 
there were no major catastrophes. 

“Really, we were skating close to the edge the 
whole time. It was a nerve-wracking shoot.” 

Esterhazy’s fierce dedication to the project 
was evident to her collaborators. “She was up 
to her knees in the mud just like everyone else,” 
Canning says. “It was such a passion project 
for her.” 

Indeed, Canning says Esterhazy proved her- 
self the most thorough director Canning had 
ever worked with — a fact that became clear 
even before shooting began. 

“L only met her for the first time about three 
days before production started,” Canning says. 
“But she sent me loads of material to help me 
prepare. . 

“She clearly had a strong vision — she knew 
what she wanted. But she also encouraged me 
to ‘play’ with the character of Maggie a little. 
She was excited to hear my thoughts on char- 
acter and story.” 

According to Hirt, Esterhazy “is the kind of 
woman who takes charge, yet she isn’t afraid 
to seek others’ advice to solve problems. She 
always takes other people's input into consid- 
eration — while ultimately keeping her own 
counsel, of course.” 

Hirt herself had previously worked with Es- 
terhazy as part of a director's lab. “It's not like 
Danishka had never been on set before,” she

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says. “Her experience from her various ambi- 
tious shorts, like The Snow Queen and Infec- 
tious, enabled her to deal with problems. 

“Yet she’s also very motivated to better her- 
self. She’s always trying to learn more, and 
hone her skills. She’s very willing to ‘go back 
to school.” 

Has Esterhazy ever felt a particular challenge 
as a woman director? “It's hard to analyze my 
own career in terms of barriers,” she says. “But 
I can see others’ careers clearly, and how they 
are faced with difficulties. 

‘A lot of people don’t realize something about 
women in film: there’s better female represen- 
tation in the U.S. senate than there is among 
filmmakers. And there's really no good reason 
why.” 

Forget what Bret Easton Ellis, author of 
American Psycho, recently said on Movieline. 
com, that there's something about the film me- 
dium that requires the male gaze. “A director 
needs to be a good storyteller, have a strong vi- 
sual aesthetic, and be a good communicator,” 
€sterhazy says. “Women can certainly do all 
that.” 

Good directors also tend to leave an impres- 
sion on people. “She's become a role model for 
me as a woman in the film industry,” Canning 
says. “I can’t wait to see what she comes up 
with next.”

recent installment of the tastemak- 
ing Sundance Festival, director Lisa 
Cholodenko and co-writer Stuart 
Blumberg may have a hit on their 
hands, 

Jules and Nic are a couple of afflu- 
ent South Californian suburbanites. 
Their two children, 8-year-old Joni 
and her 15-year-old brother, Laser, 
are pretty nice. Talk around the din- 
ner table is about doctor Nic’s medi- 
cal practice, scattered Jules’ latest run 
at finding a career path, the run-up to 
Joni going off to college, and Laser’s 
summer break tomfoolery. 


While you sense there's some ten- 
sion, they seem happier than most 
families probably are. 

The twist is, Nic and Jules are les- 
bians. Hence the biological neces- 
sity of Paul, the kids’ sperm-donor 
father. Joni and Laser want to bring 
Paul into their lives, but the ‘Moms’, 
as the kids collectively call them, are 
reluctant. 

Most of the movie is about how 
dropping this bohemian organic 
farmer and restaurateur into the 
relatively settled pool of the fam- 
ily's established life sends out ripples 
which affect all the characters’ re- 
lationships with each other. This is 
observed with keen scrutiny of be- 
havior, social manners, sexual mores 
and psychology. 

There are no villains here, no 
scapegoats for the chaos when Paul 
pulls the family constellation out of 
alignment. 

Cholodenko and Blumberg have 
created a gallery of living, think- 
ing, feeling originals, observing all 
with amused affection. Their mixed 
strengths and flaws nudge the viewer 
out of easy identification with any of 
them, compelling instead a more ma- 
ture, deferred, time-capsule-release 
sympathy. 

Ruffalo, turning up his usual sleepy

charm to 11, plays Paul as a guy not 
so much afraid of commitment as 
indifferent to it. He's intrigued by the 
kids and their moms (on the phone in 
his initial conversation with Joni, he 
gamely chirps “I love lesbians!” even 
as his face is saying “um, what?”), 
and he enjoys chatting with them 
about his locavore restaurant and 
his vague ideas about life, but clearly 
he hasn't thought this relationship 
out too much. Nic is wary, Jules less 
so, and two uneasy triangles are 
formed. 

The acting in this film is so good, 
across the board, that it doesn’t feel 
like acting; we're simply watching a 
family going through some drama 
(and comedy) over a summer before 
its eldest child leaves for college. Be- 
ning and Moore effortlessly make 
us believe that they're a long-in-love 
couple — and that, whatever hap- 
pens, the strong unit they've created 
will survive. 

The beauty of, Cholodenko’s film 
is, it's not about Joni coming to terms 
with her gay parents, but with her 
straight non-parent. And so it's fit 
ting that it is Wasikowska as Jonis 
gently resolute expression that stays 
with us at the end as she tentatively 
takes her first steps toward grown-up 
life, secure that she is greatly loved.

Is Film Criticism Irrelevant? 





This was during an age when, as 
the film points out, critics mattered 
Today? Not so much. With the sur- 
plus of “reviewers”, studios can eas- 
ily find a “junket whore” who can 
be counted on to provide the “you'll 
laugh ‘til you cry” blurb to even the 
most execrable Adam Sandler film 

Thanks to the Internet, a turf war 
has broken out over the old media 
critics and the young bucks writing 
criticism from their mom's base- 
ment. Sadly, with newspapers facing 
financial peril, experienced film crit- 
ics are getting the heave-ho in favour

As Hollywood matured, so did crit- 
icism. Influential and important crit- 
ics emerged, men and women whose 
works are still being read today by 
students of criticism: Manny Farber, 
whose style was so baroque, it was 
said that sometimes you couldn't tell 
if he liked the movie; James Agee, the 
first great American critic; and later 
two dueling titans, Andrew Sarris 
and Pauline Kael. 

Sarris, an exponent of the ‘auteur’ 
school of criticism, was savaged by 
Kael in a notorious article wherein 
she lambasted Sarris for being “sil- 
ly, dangerous and anti-art”, This 
touched off a feud that would divide 
the critical world into “Paulettes” 
and Sarrisites’”’.

Critics gave films their credibility as 
an art form rather than just’a form of 
cheap entertainment. iy 

But aside from providing a criti- 
cal mass for Rotten Tomatoes, what 
purpose does a critic serve to a me- 
dium that is now more than a cen- 
tury old? That's a question the film 
doesn't address — Peary just assumes 
critics have a valuable role, with no 
evidence to back it up. 

But that's a debate for a different 
film. If you picture yourself a critic, 
or just love movies like the rest of 
us, For The Love Of Movies is worth 
seeking out.

Crime fiction aficionados: this 
unabridged reprint of a landmark 
Japanese manga might just hit your 
G-spots. 

Manga, you say? All that saucer- 
eyed waif and Pokemon bosh? Well, 
yes, but that’s a small part of an art 
that’s become well absorbed into 
North American culture. What the 
“legendary” 1956 Black Blizzard il- 
lustrates is how much earlier some 
Japanese comics reflected a more 
adult sensibility. 

In an effort to expand the possibili- 
ties of manga, writer/artist Yoshihiro 
Tatsumi borrowed heavily from cin- 
ematic conventions. The influence 
of film noir is plain, with the plot 
fleshed out from pulp crime novels. 

Even the book's design recognizes 
its tradition: the very paper is (inten- 


tionally) yellowed and coarse. That's 
the appeal; the look and physical feel 
enhances the reading experience 

Perhaps you've tried and liked oth- 
er graphic novels. You're aware of 
their visual and literary evolution 

Still, you might never have consid- 
ered picking up a cultural and histor- 
ical curiosity like Black Blizzard. But 
if you appreciate mature comics, you 
may equally enjoy this early manga 
as the vehicle for a rip-roaring crime 
yarn. 

The plot: a grim-faced, trench- 
coated cop tracks down piano player 
Yamaji. The flatfoot has come to 
bring him in - for murder. “I killed 
someone! It can't be...It can't be 
true!” Yamaji says, not really believ- 
ing it 

While in transit by train, however, 
there’s a crash, and Yamaji and the 
criminal he’s handcuffed to escape 
into a snowstorm. Our protagonist 
tells his story while they hole up in 
a cabin: he fell for a circus ringmas- 
ter's daughter, and believes he killed 
the man to free her. 

In truth, he’s uncertain, and wheth- 
er he’s really a killer is the whole 
reason to read the book. Another 
reason, though, is to acquire a deeper 
understanding of exactly what works 
best in comics storytelling. 


The noir influence is conspicu 
ous in the long shadows and gloomy 
urban tableaus. But Tatsumi also in 
corporates the very grammar of film, 
as exemplified by the cross cutting 
dramatic angles, and successively 
vtighter compositions of the opening 
sequences 

Are these effective? Absolutely 
the train crash is particularly out- 
standing. Yet it's nonetheless true 
that such techniques don’t work as 
well as on film. 

Why? As Watchmen writer Alan 
Moore has Said, if comics are but 
then at best a 
comic is a movie that doesn’t move 


movies on paper, 


Tatsumi himself recognized the limi- 
tations in his graphic autobiography, 
A Drifting Life: “Manga is a print 
medium, after all. It's not the same 
thing as film!” 

By no means does this make the 
book not worthwhile; we still watch 
old, less cinematically sophisticated 
movies, after all. And several panels 
still shine as striking examples of 
minimalistic comic art. 

Black Blizzard is no mere academ- 
ic exercise either. It's genuinely grip- 
ping, the artwork painting a bleak, 
threatening wilderness, the story 
featuring equal parts romance, trag- 
edy, and honour. 





And if you're at all intrigued by Black Blizzard is rapid-fire thriller 
manga, you can observe evolving material — but with multiple textures 


conventions like kinetic motion lines. and levels of interest.

20 minutes. 

“When I'd take off my head phones 
to listen to the quiet, it helped me fig 
ure out what music I wanted to write 
It helped me figure out who I wanted 
to be.”

You won't find much sex or drugs if 
you hang around Edmonton's Salem 
Jones, but you'll definitely find a lot 
of rock n’ roll. 

“We've had managers. that pretty 
much called us anti-rock stars. We're 
into health and fitness and medita- 
tion and the sunrise,” laughs the 
frontwoman of local rock quartet 
One Soul Thrust. “I learned in my 
very first tour starting out as a teen- 
ager that you simply can't live that 
life style and do your job so there's 
absolutely nothing in the world that 
gets you higher than playing a rock 
show.” 

Jones will get her next hit of per- 
formance adrenaline this Saturday at 
the Fallen Soldier's Memorial Festival 
in Morinville, AB. Despite the usual 


protests and smear campaigns that 
go along with most functions related 
to Canada’s presence in Afghanistan 
all proceeds from the event will go 
towards the support of dead soldier's 
spouses and children 

One Soul Thrust will open for 
hair-metal stallion Bernie Marsden 
before jumping behind the former 
Whitesnake guitarist to headline the 
event. 

Marsden isn’t the first rock royalty 
Jones has worked with. And though 
stepping out in front of a crowd 
pumps her up, stepping into the stu- 
dio with Deep Purple’s Glenn Hughes 
was otherworldly. 

Hughes flew to Edmonton last 
July to record a duet with Jones for 
One Soul Thrust’s debut album 1ST, 
released this June. A mutual friend 
had introduced Hughes to Jones mu-

“He (Hughes) said ‘I love your 
voice daring you have that 60s’ 
sound.
